“TOO LATE.”

The FProposed Democratic Change of
Base.

The Washington correspondent of the New

World, and alrected his organ, the Intelligencer,
to follow sult. Hlis friends counld not let the
ogporlunuy pass, but took every advanlage
offered to express thelr dislike of Hseymour
and Blalr, and

to nrge the clalms of thelr
specinl favorite. In facl tue Johnson msan
became so enthoslastlo over tue World's
roposal Lhat to be consistent retreat will be
mpossible with them, Now that thelr Iast hopa
is gone Lthey will give up the conlest, and make
no secrel of thelr feslings.

that he looks with digpleasure upon all reporis
which in any way connect his pame with this
chapge-of front movement. He has never
thought of 1t as alfecling himself, nor I8 there
any doubt that he, In common with many
thinking men here, looks upon Lhe whole
